LONDON, Dec. 13— Of all the taxes 
which the British government collects, 
the cost of collection of the death duties 


is the lowest.” 

This was the statement made today to 
the correspondent of Tun Tristne by 
A. W. Soward, C. B., head of the estates 
duty office of the inland revenue depart- 
ment of the British government. It is he 
who directs the collection of the estate 
duty and the le:racy and succession duties, 
the three taxes which in this country ere 
lumped under the general heading of 
death duties.“ N 

“The cost of collection is under 10 
shillings for £100," Mr. Soward continued. 
„Translated to American money, this 
means that it costs about 52.50 for the 
British government to take in $500 in the 
shape of taxes. There is no tax on this 
side of the water which is simplet or 
easier to collect, or which, accapding to 
‘Mr. Soward, offers less chance of escape. 


Collection Costs ‘% Per Cent, 

The cost of collection, as outlined by 
Mr. Soward, is striking. It is less than 
one-half of 1 percent. The inland reve- 
nues office has to do with the collection of 
numerous duties—estate duties general- 
ly, stamp duties, land taxes, income tax 
in all its fo-ms, and certain others. The 
income tax is the bulwark.of the budget 
of each year. | . 

The fifty-seventh report of the commis- 
sioners of his majesty's inland revenue, 
covering the fiscal year ending March 31, 
1914. the latest figures now available, 
shows that the cost of collecting a total 
sum of cha 383,204 ($461,766,470) was £2,- 
422,000 (212,110,000), or 2.62 per cent. Thie 
clearly demonstrates that the cost of col- 
lecting the estate or death duties was, 
on the average, exceedingly low as com- 
pared to the others, being only one-half 
of 1 per cent. 


Fewer Transactions. 

It is natural that the cost of collection 
of death duties should be low. Thereare, 
as compared to other taxes, fewer tran- 
sactiohs, ard the average amount in- 
volved is hisler In the case of the in- 
come tax, for instance, it is necessary to 
deal with nearly every individual in the 
nation.

Tt has been reported from apparently reliable 
source that a large number of German troops 
have arrived in Constantinople. 
many reports that they have been sent Still 
further in the direction of the Suez canal, 
Since Turkey entered the war there has been 
practically a steady stream of German officers 
and noncommissioned officers entering Turkey 
to assist in completing the training of existing 
troops and to train new ones. Since the cam- 
paign in Serbia has practically closed, there 
is a surplus of German troops and guns which 
have not appeared, as far as we know, in any 
theater of war. There can be no doubt that 
they will be sent to whatever theater of war 
Germany intends to use for its next offensive. 
If a serious attack is to be made on the Sues 
canal, or on the British forces in Mesopotamia, 
the possibilities are that the great bulk of · 
forces will consist of Turkish troops

Some 
times it is impossible to locate beneficiar- 
les, or perhaps the will is taken into court,

Makeup of Proposed Army.

Bvery branch of the 
mobile army constituting a division 
would be included in each of these units. 
About 700 regulars would be included in 
each district.
